STOCKHOLM, April 20 (AP).— 
Allied troop landings at three points 
on the Norwegian west coast and 
continued German advances in east 
central Norway today plunged the 
‘embattled Scandinavian nation 
F deeper into warfare as the battle- 
ground of Western Europe’s major 
-Powers. 

Swedish newspaper reports said 
one French and two British divi- 

sions (between 30,000 and 40,000 
men) had landed Wamsos, Laer- 
dal and Molde. 

The dispatches reported on the 
other hand that the German sweep 
in Eastern Norway had netted two 
more towns, Hamar and Elverum, 
both cf which were temporary 
headquarters of the Norwegian 
Government in the firet days after 
the Nazi invasion forced authorities 
to flee Oslo. 

In contradiction to these reports, 
however, was word from travelers 
reaching Sweden that the Germans 
had been repulsed with heavy losses 
at Elverum. 

Landings Widely Spaced. 

The Allied landings were reported 
at widely spaced coastal points, two 
| of them apparently heading toward | 
a major engagement in the Trond- 
heim region, the key to central Nor- 
way.

BUCHAREST, April 20 (AP).— 
Germany has agreed to send huge 
quantities of munitions and squad- 
rons of fighting planes to Rumania 
in return for Rumanian concessions, 
in an amendment to their trade 
treaty which was signed at noon 
today. © 

It was learned the amendment to 
the existing five-year trade treaty 
provides terms of the agreement 
will be extended to the Bohemia- 
Moravia protectorate and German- 
occupied Poland when Germany 
drops trade barriers between those 
areas and the Reich. 

Trade experts said this means 
huge contracts which Rumania had 
with former Czecho-Slovakia, its 
ally in the defunct Little Entente, 
would be continued with the Nazis 
on terms very favorable to Ru- 
mania. 

To Fulfill Contracts. 


Rumania also agreed to fulfill 
wheat contracts signed with Ger- 
many prior to the Rumanian em- 
bargo on wheat exports. 

Dr. Karl Clodius, German trade 
negotiator, was learned to have 


embargo for 20,000,000 marks ($800,- 
000,000) worth of wheat this year. 

Germany confirmed Rumanian 
contracts with the Skoda muni- 
tions works, in former Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, and agreed to speed up de- 
liveries. 

Outside the formal treaty, a gen- 
tlemen’s agreement pledged the 
Reich to send 10C Messerschmitt 
pursuit planes to Rumania and it 
was said additional planes also 
would be sent. 

The Germans were forced to fore- 
go their demands for an increase in 
the value of the mark in relation 
to the Rumanian lei, and the Ru- 
manian negotiators were equally 
adamant, it was learned, in reject- 
ing Nazi attempts to increase their 
monthly oil quota of 130,000 tons. 


Oil Situation Unchanged. 

The Rumanians were understood 
to have told the German legation 
that it was useless to discuss oil ex- 
ports since the Reich has been un- 
able to transport even its present 
quota because of a lack of trans- 
port facilities ‘ 

Conclusion of the Rumanian-Ger- 
man agreement was reported as 
other Balkan capitals gave evidence 
of increasing anxiety that the war 
might spread soon to Southeastern 
Europe. 

In Budapest, numerous members| 
of the British and French colonies, 
alarmed by reports that Germany 
was planning to invade Hungary, 
began an exodus. 

Some documents of the French 
Legation were said to have been 
taken to Belgrade for safekeeping 
and a speedy truck stood outside 
the British Legation to facilitate 
the rapid removal of state papers 
if this should seem necessary. 

Hungarians discounted the war 
rumors, but searchlights swept the 
sky over Budapest last night and 
air-raid protection squads patrolled 
the streets. 

In Yugoslavia, where authorities 
announced yesterday they had un- 
covered a plot to overthrow the 
Government and deliver the country 
to the Nazis, police continued a na- 
tion-wide roundup of persons sus- 
pected of seditious activities. Homes 
of hundreds of Germans were raid- 
ed and arms and documents seized. 

Former Premier Milan itoyadi- 
novic, who, the Goverffment said, 
had been linked with Nazi activity 
in Yugoslavia, remained under 
heavy guard in a remote mountain 
hamlet. 

Just how much wheat actually 
would be exported to Germany un- 
der the new accord, was not clear. 
In some years, however, Rumania 
has exported to Germany more than 
1,000,000 metric tons of wheat, about 
two-thirds of Germany's total im- 
ports. 

(A metric ton is 1.102 short tons, 
or 36.71 bushels of wheat.) 

Rumania’s 1938 wheat production 
was 4,922,000 metric tons, of which 
Germany tock 500,000 tons. In De- 
cember of that year, Rumania 
signed a barter agreement whereby 
it contracted to supply Germany 
with 40,000 carloads of wheat an- 
nually (about 14,680,000 bushels) in 
exchange for war materials.

Rudolf Hess, the Fuehrer’s deputy

which we are waging presently has 
been won.” 

Hess said that Germany, shorn 
of its overseas possession after the 
World War, “wiil again possess col- 
onies after this war.” 

“In those German lands youth 
will find plenty of opportunity for 
work and adventures. Those of 
you who feel the blood of Vikings 
pulsate through your veins can un- 
dertake discoveries on our own Ger- 
man territory.” 


Art of War Revolutionized. 

Dietrich in his eulogy of Hitler 
said the Fuehrer had accomplished 
tasks about which former genera- 
tions had only dreamed. This, he 
said, had won the Fuehrer the un- 
shakeable confidence of the nation. 

“And this confidence,” he _ said, 
“does not only belong to the 
Fuehrer today as a political leader 
and statesman, but equally as a 
soldier and commander-in-chief.” 
Praising Hitler's military ability, 
Dietrich said “the strategy of the 
lightning warin Poland for the first 
time revealed to us that the art of 
conducting war in our day has also 
been revolutionized.” 

“The jump into England’s North 
Sea flank . . is now gradually 
convincing the world that a new 
epoch of war strategy has begun,” 
Dietrich said, adding that England 
was on the way to being eliminat- 


ed as a sea Power. 

“Through the tremendous devel- 
opment of our air force,” he said, 
“England’s sea domination in Eu- 
rope will be shattered. Today 
troops are not marching or travel- 


fly into battle, and the dynamite 
from the skies destroys the trident 
of the seas.” 

Crowd Gathers Early. 

As usual on this birthday anni- 
versary, large crowds of Berliners 
assembled in front of the Chancel- 
lery beginning Jong before midnight 
last night.

REYNAUD SEEKS 
ENTENTE WITH

French Premier Discloses 
Friendly Exchange of 
Views Looking to Medi- 


terranean Pact. 


PARIS, April 20 (AP).—Premier 
Paul Reynaud told the Senate For- 
eign Affairs Committee today that 
France was looking toward a 
“Mediterranean entente” with Italy 
and Spain and has continued “a 
friendly exchange of views” with 
those two countries since the be- 
ginning of the war. 

The fact that such overtures have 
failed to bring an Italian response, 
the Premier declared, has not 
changed the French attitude. 


A Mediterranean entente, said a 
communique issued by the commit- 
tee, is regarded by the French as 
“one of the indispensable bases of 
peace.” 

In the hope of reaching such an 
entente, the Premier told the com- 
mittee, France would continue 
“equitable regulation of all pending 
questions” with Italy. 

Reynaud cited recent speeches by 
President Roosevelt condemning ag- 
gression and praised “the common 
ideals which motivate the large de- 
mocracies,” the communique said. 

The communique said Reynaud 
described in detail the “efforts) 
which France has put forth during | 


He praised the courage of the na- 

tion’s soldiers as the outstanding | 
trait in German character, and’ 
‘warned his hearers that they must 
be equally courageous and keep 
itheir minds and bodies fit for the 
future. 
Hess recalled the period immedi- 
ately following the World War, 
which he described as one of “cow- 
ards.” 

“Never forget,” he shouted, “the 
time when the Rhine and our in- 
dustrial region (the Ruhr) were oc- 
cupied by the English and French 
armies. 

“Never forget that then Negroes, 
incited by French officers, chased 
Germans from the sidewalks. Never 
forget that the English and French 
struck German men and women in 
the faces with whips as they 
pleased.” 

Reviews Hitler’s Struggle. 

Hess recalled Hitler’s struggle for 
power in the Reich and the growth 
of national Socialism. 

“Out of the national Socialist 
movement,” he declared, “was born 
a new spirit which sees the best 
defense in attack—the spirit which 
today glowingly fills our armed 
forces.” 

The aeputy Fuehrer concluded 
his 40-minute address by remind- 
ing his young audience that the 
nation stands above everything. 

“The Reich,” he said, “is a grand 
name for the unity of all Germans, 
the unity of the people with their 
homeland, their Fuehrer and their 
God. The Reich is the palpable 
reality of Germandom iin the 
world.” 

The creation of such an all-em- 
bracing Reich always has been “the 
highest aim of true Germans,” Hess 
said, but only “became a reality 
thanks to Adolf Hitler.”

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THE CASE OF THE DEMOCRACIES. 

In his address to the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce last night, Lord Lothian, British Ambassador 
to the United States, punctiliously observed the 
proprieties. The touchiest isolationist would be hard 
put to it to extract one objectionable statement of 
fact or deduction from the context. The thesis was 
an effort to explain why England and France are at 
war with Hitler Germany and why, in the provoca- 
tive circumstances, no patched-up peace can be con- 
sidered. : . 

A school of opinion came into being at the close 
of the first World War that contemptuously dis- 
missed that dreadful ordeal as a struggle for spoils, 
in which the combatants were moved solely by the 
lust for commercial conquest. A trade war, -vas thé 
cynical verdict in which, it must be acknowledged, 
there was, and is, sincere acquiescence. Briefly not- 
ing that judgment, the speaker registered a grave, 
restrained dissent. What conclusion history may ul- 
timately reach must be left to time. One tragic truth 
is despairingly established. Woodrow Wilson’s dream 
of “a world made safe for democracy” died a-borning. 
Cynicism can nowhere wash its hands of the pres- 
ent war and relegate it to the rivalry of competing 
business interests. The economic factor is vitally 
involved, to be sure. But the issue is between two 
fundamentally antagonistic ideologies—totalitarian- 
ism and that concept of government known as de- 
mocracy. ? 
Democracy has never quite met the great expecta- 
tions of its early prophets. Such Utopian claim has 
never seriously been filed. But it has brought to 
man privileges that glorify life, and by theory and 
practice has reared those privileges into rights: 
Freedom of speech, freedom of religious worship, 
security of person and possession, an equality before 
the law that has shackled the once accepted tyranny 
of absolute power, and an equality of opportunity 
which, if faltering in the industrial evolution, is still 
the distinctive characteristic of free peoples. 

What totalitarianism is, is not a matter of arraign- 
ment, of debate; it is not the bogyman of propaganda. 
It is a record of hideous things done—done systemat- 
ically and justified by a terrifying philosophy. No 
one doubts that civilization, as democracy under- 
stands it, has vanished from Nazi Germany and the 
other totalitarian states. The Europe of Jan. 30, 
1933, when Adolf Hitler came into power, no longer 
exists. The facts are there, affronting the world’s 
troubled eyes. No rhetoric is needed to color their 
import or construe their augury. Just a calm re- 
hearsal of the events, in their setting of professional ' 
perfidy, is the case of the democracies against Hit- 
lerism. 

The case was cogently presented by Lord Lothian 
in a candid attempt to assay the realities. 
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LOVE AND VITAMINS. 

If 
any principle concerning the tender emotions is firm- 
ly fixed, it is the immutability of love. Dryden said 
it in a few words: “Love’s a malady without a 
cure.”

For one of those debunkers 
of the laboratory, Dr. Victor E. Levine of Creighton 
University, comes along with the astounding news 
that most of the passionate vows at this season are 
merely a variety of spring fever, which may be 
cured by doses of vitamins.

But it states with clarity 
and cogency the reasons why administrative agen- 
cies must have the power to determine questions 
of fact involved in regulatory rulings—why, in ef- 
fect, the Logan-Walter bill flies in the face of rea- 
son to say nothing of proved precedent. The speak- 
er was Charles Evans Hughes, then Governor of 
New York, now Chief Justice of the United States. 
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HE least Congress can do for the thou- 

sands of American families who travel 
the highways in search of work is to pass 
the Tolan bill for a complete study of the 
whole problem of transient labor. 

The problem of the migratory worker, 
most acute in California, is not limited to 
any one state. It is nation-wide. It:is com- 
mon on the Eastern seaboard. New Jersey 
has found it a major problem. 

American families, for generations, took 
to the road to seek new opportunities when 
hard times struck their communities. The 
search for a better chance to make a decent 
living still is the major cause of migration 
from one section of the country to another. 

Within the last 10 years, depressions and 
recessions have intensified the urge, and 
the drouths in the farming states of the 
Middle West and South have transformed 
a natural inclination to wander into a com- 
pulsion. 

The families who take the road now, how- 
ever, no longer do so in the hope of settling 


only to find that thousands arrived before 
them and that no jobs are available. Then 
they become dependent upon local relief, or, 
lacking that, face slow starvation. This is 
the problem. 

There is, of course, no single solution. 
But there are two obvious methods of ap- 
proach. The Department of Agriculture 
has demonstrated in some of the Dust Bow! 
counties that reclamation of the land will 
hold the native farm families at home. 

The program of restoring the usefulness of 
farms in exhausted areas should be extend- 
ed. This removes the cause of migration. 

The normal movement of transient labor 
(needed for the harvesting of seasonal crops 
and for the operation of certain seasonal 
industries) should be guided by re-establish- 
ment of the Federal Transient Service, abol- 
ished in 1935 as one of the arbitrary cuts in 
“relief.” 

The Tolan bill is an attempt by the Cali-

LUNOS PROTEST. 
OVER SMOKELESS 
GOAL PROPOSAL 


to Boycott St. Louis Will 
: Report at Herrin Meeting 
Thursday. 


HERRIN, Ill, April 20 (AP). — 
“The soft coal smoke in the city 


finding their way to cash registers 
with Southern Illinois money,” O. 
W. Lyerla, a Southern Illinois civic 


leader, said today. 
Lyerla, president of Southern Il- 
linois, Inc., made the observation 


in announcing that his association 
would protest against the anti- 
smoke ordinance enacted recently 
by St. Louis, and the resultant at- 
tempt to obtain a lower freight 
rate for anthracite coal from Ar- 
kansas to displace bituminous coal 
from Southern Illinois. 

Lyerla’s organization, seeking 
new industrial and social develop- 
ment in approximately 15 counties 
in this area, will meet here Thurs- 
day night and will hear a report 
of its coal committee, appointed 
to investigate the situation. — 

He said the committee at this 
time was considering a recommen- 
dation for a boycott of St. Louis 
products and St. Louis markets 
and the possible diversion of the 
coal belt’s trade to Chicago and 
Evansville, Ind. 

“A quarter of a million persons 
live within 25 miles of this city, ana 
there are 115,000 in Williamson 
County and Franklin County alone,” 
he said to emphasize the import- 
ance of such a move. 

“It is our contention that the 
deep vein coal from Southern Illi- 
nois is not responsible for the 
smoky conditions in St. Louis but 
rather the shallow, cheaper coal 
from other Illinois areas. Ajl Illi- 
nois areas will be affected alike if 
a favorable freight rate is obtain- 
able for coal from Arkansas to St. 
Louis,” he continued. 

Chambers of Commerce at Har- 
risburg and Eldorado, the Lions’ 
Club at Carrier Mills and Mayor 
Carl Barker of West Frankfort 
already are on record against the 
bar on Southern Illinois coal. 

Most of these, some of the South- 
ern Illinois railroads which would 
be affected by the loss of the St. 
Louis market, operator and union 
groups are expected to be repre- 
sented at the meeting here. 

Expansion of the Southern Iili- 
nois Normal University at Carbon- 
dale and prospects of new industry 
also will be discussed at the meet- 
ing. 


Smoke Conference Called for Mon- 
* day on East Side. 

Mayor John T. Connors of East 
St. Louis issued invitations yester- 
day to mayors of nearby Illinois 
towns and committees on smoke 
elimination appointed by the St. 
Clair County Board of Supervisors 
and East Side Associated Indus- 
tries to meet in his office at 2 p. 
m. Monday to discuss plans for an 
attack on the smoke problem. 

“While we will use the St. Louis 
smoke elimination ordinance as a 
model,” said Mayor Connors, “I be- 
lieve we will have to make some 
changes to conform with the IIli- 
nois statutes.

He said the demand that England 
and France keep out of Eastern 
Europe was in reality a demand 
that Nazi Germany should be per- 
mitted to “destroy the independence 
of small nations, enslave their pop- 
ulations and organize their re- 
sources for furtherance of its pur- 
poses, without let or hindrance by 
anybody.” 

As to the “British stranglehold” 
on the seas, Lord Lothian said that 
British sea power, for a century, 
“far from cramping and interfering 
with other nations, promoted self- 
government and insured free pas- 
sage across the seas for capital, 
people and goods, and access to 
raw materials and markets every- 
where to every nation, except in 
time of war.” 

“Do you suppose for one mo- 
ment,” he asked, “that if Nazi Ger- 
many or Communist Russia ob- 
tained control of the seas, the world 
would be anything like as free as 
it was during that period of Brit- 
ish control?”

A total of 53,837 bills for 1939

Examination of mails is necessar- 
ily irritating to the United States, 
he said, and if the situation were 
reversed the British would not like 
it either, yet he held it to be a 
necessary measure, and expressed 
the hope that Americans would be 
patient in this matter.

Munich the Awakening. 

The awakening to Hitler’s actual 
designs of European domination, 
he said, came “when he tore up the 
Munich settlement and marched 
into Prague.” 

This led to an outline of the prin- 
ciples and ideals of democratic na- 
tions, and to a defense of the first 
World War as “a war of libera- 
tion.” As upholding this view, he 
ideclared that every nation in Eu- 
rope, “including Ireland,” obtained 
its freedom. 

The mistake then made, he said, 
was not in the political settlement, 
but in the absence of provisions for 
economic stability. The lesson of 
the League of Nations, its efforts 
and failure, will have to be consid- 
ered in the next peace settlement, 
he suggested. 

“Personally,” Lord Lothian com- 
mented, “I doubt whether the end 
of this war will see another great 
peace conference like the last. The 
basic conditions of the post-war 
world will be settled by the terms 
of the armistice, but the question of 
power, by the fact of where the 
preponderant power will lie at the 
time when the cease-fire sounds.”

GOING TO EUROPE BY AIR 


President Fraser and Vice-Presi- 
dent Guepin to Leave New York 
on Clipper Wednesday. 
Alexander Fraser, president, and 
Felix Guepin, executive vice-presi- 
dent of the Shell Oil Co., Inc., will 
go to Europe by clipper airplane 
of the Pan-American Airways Sys- 
item, leaving New York at noon 

Wednesday. 

The plane is scheduled to arrive 
at Lisbon, Portugal, late Thursday 
afternoon. A stop is made at the 
Azores. Before the war stops were 
made also at Bermuda, but because 
of mail examinations by the Brit- 
ish, those stops have been elimi- 
nated.

FOUND DEAD IN CLOSED CAR: 
HOSE ATTACHED TO EXHAUST 


William I. Hatt, Unemployed Sta- 

_ tionary Engineer, Had Been in 

ill Health, Wife Says. 

William I. Hatt, an unemployed 
stationary engineer, was found dead 
yesterday in his automobile in a 
closed garage back of his home, 
5031 Aldbama avenue, under cir- 
cumstances indicating he had end- 
ed his life by inhaling carbon mon- 
oxide fumes. 

Police reported that a garden 
hose had been attached to the ex- 
haust and led through the floor 
boards into the closed car. The 
ignition was turned on, but the en- 
gine had stopped. Mrs. Hatt, who 
found the body, told the officers 
that her husband, 60 years old, had 
been in ill-health a year. There 
were no notes.

“Well, the first thing we would 
do, we would search them and find 
out if they had any identification | 
belonging to a union of any kind, 
or where they were from, or what 
they belonged to, and gave them a) 
good talk and worked over some of 
them, ones that we had under sus- 
picion of being a union man, or if 
they had cards on them.” | 

Q. “What do you mean ‘gave 
them a working over?’” | 

A. “We would whip them, beat 
them up.” 

Q. “With what?” 

A. “Put the fear of God in them, 
as they put it.” 

Q. “What would you whip them 
with?” 

A. “Some with fists, some with 
blackjacks.” * 

Q. “Anything else?” 

A. “One or two of them we 
whipped with a regular whip we 
had made out of rubber cord 
and some of them—one of them 
was whipped, according to whether 
we thought he could take it or not, 
was whipped with brushes off of 
trees, limbs.”

Puts Blame on Headquarters. 


Ordinarily the Labor Board re- 
quires remedial action by employ- 
ers only as to local situations held 
to be in violation of the Wagner | 
Act. But in the Dallas case Den-| 
ham contended that the circum-| 
stances disclosed by the hearing 
“reach far beyond local conditions | 
in Dallas.” | 

“The labor policies of the Ford 
Motor Co. are admittedly planned,” 
he said, “not in the local branches 
but in the main office in Dearborn, 
Mich., and it is uncontroverted that | 
the senior officials of the Ford 
Motor Co. in Dearborn knew of, 
helped plan and subsequently ap- 
proved the program of terrorism 
carried out in Dallas.” , 

The examiner declared that other 
cases against Ford in which the 
board had acted only served to 
“accentuate the conclusion” that 
the initial impulse behind the Ford 
labor policies emanated from Dear- 
born. 

“Because of this,” he added, “it

The notice which Denham would 
have Ford send each employe, as 
well as post on bulletin boards, 
would -xpress an intention not to 
discourage union membership by 
discharges or the use of espionage, 
telephone wire-tapping, assaults, or 
“strong arm” squads. 

Denham’s proposal would require 
the company to forbid supervisory 
employes from violating the terms 
of the notice, on pain of discharge.

WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP). — 
The chairman of a committee of 
stockholders of the Missouri-Kansas 
Co. testified before a Senate com- 
mittee yesterday that a represent- 
ative of the Columbia Gas & Elec- 2 
tric Corporation, with which the 
Missouri-Kansas Co. was disputing 
eontrol of a pipe line company, of- 
fered him $100,000 “to be friendly.” 

The witness was Robert N. Wool- 
ley, a Washington attorney, who 
gaid the incident occurred in 1935. 
The Columbia representative, he 
gaid, was William Stanley, former) 
assistant to the United States At- : 
torney-General. 

“Was Mr. Stanley trying to settle 
the Government’s anti-trust case 


against Columbia?” Woolley was 
asked by Wendell Berge of the 
Justice Department’s anti-trust divi- 
sion. 

“T don’t know what he was trying 
to settle,” was the reply. 

Hearing on Resolution. 

The testimony was given in hear- 
ings on a resolution proposing a 
Senate investigation of alleged 
monopolistic practices in the dis- 
tribution of natural gas. 

The Justice Department got a 
consent decree against Columbia in 
January, 1936, but reopened the 
case last June and has concurred 
in a new plan scheduled to be 
presented to the Federal Court at 
Wilmington, Del., on Tuesday. The 
department contends the new plan 
divests Columbia of control of Pan- 
handle, Eastern Pipeline Co., con- 
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gas. 
Missouri-Kensas_ representatives 

claim the plan is unprecedented 

because it does not require sale of 
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Columbia’s stock in Panhandle. Mis- 
souri-Kansas, the principal minority 
stockholder in Panhandle, is de- 
manding the investigation, contend- 
ing Columbia is restraining Pan- 
handle’s development. The City of 
Detroit also is seeking a Senate 
inquiry, alleging that illegal re- 
straints have boosted the city’s gas 
costs. 
Cablegrams Cited. 

Woolley said he saw copies of 
three cablegrams between Stanley 
and the Justice Department after 
Stanley had left his Government 
position.

NEW YORK, April 20 (AP).— 
Denmark maintained today that its 
700-ship merchant fleet .s entitled 
to sail the seas unmolested by the 


Allies, and cited international law 
to back its stand. 

The Danish Shipping Committee, 
which has studied the problem 
since Germany’s invasion of the 
little country on April 9, declared 
it could not recognize the validity, 
“under international law,” of the 
British contention that Danish ves- 
sels are prizes of war and subject 
to seizure. 

The committee contended that 
the invasion gave Germany no 
right or power over Danish vessels 
outside the invaded territory and 
these ships therefore were free of 
any belligerent status. 

The British Ministry of Ship- 
ping, while holding to its view that 
the Danish tonnage was technically 
of enemy character, expressed a 
desire to treat Danes and Danish 
shipowners as “friends.” The Min- 
istry expressed hope for an agree- 
ment providing for the employment 
of Danish ships to the mutual bene- 
fit of “ship owners, American and 
other neutral shippers and char- 
terers, and the Allied governments.” 

Since the war spread to Scandi- 
navia, Danish ships have been or- 
dered to neutral harbors and it ap- 
peared that they would remain in 
them pending further study of the 
problem. 


CITY CONSIDERS SHARING 
COSTS OF W P A SURVEY 


$10,400 Municipal Contribution Re- 
quested For $194,331 Study 
of Court Records. 


A report on the request of Circuit 
Clerk H. Sam Priest for $10,400 
from the city as its share of the 
costs of a WPA statistical study 
of the records of the civil divisions 
of Circuit Court here will be made 
to the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment at its meeting next 
week by the special committee ap- 
pointed by the board to study the 
proposed project. 

The committee, comprising City 
Counselor Edgar H. Wayman; John 
B. Sullivan, secretary to the Mayor; 
William L. Mason, president of the 
Board of Aldermen, and R. M. 
Bristol, the city’s WPA expediter, 
conferred with Priest yesterday on 
the project. Wayman said the pro- 
posal would be studied further by 
the committee before it made its 
report to the board. 

The project contemplates a de- 
tailed study of court records from 
1900 to the end of last year, with a 
view of determiming trends of liti- 
gation and social changes during. 
the period, and the cleaning, repair- 
ing and refiling of records. Priest 
said a WPA grant of $194,331 would 
be sought for the project, which 
would employ 291 white-collar 
workers for 10 months. 


American Friends. of 
Europeans, 


WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP).— 
European citizens, afraid that in- 
vaders or their own governments 
would seize their wealth, have 
cached more than $1,000,000,000 in 
the United States under the names 
of other persons. 

Both the Federal Raneree Board 
and the Commerce Department at- 


tested last night to this transfer, 
which rivals the gold storing of for- 
eign governments here for safe- 
keeping, currently totaling $1,200,- 
000,000. 
Officials noticed that in the year 
before the war about $3,400,000,000 
worth of gold had been shipped 
and sold to the United States. But 
when they came to figuring where 
the proceeds of the gold went, they 
could account only for about $2,400,- 
000,000. 

They found that the other billion 
dollars had gone mostly to Amer- 


ropean friends, while investing the 
money or depositing it in banks 
under their own names, so it 
couldn’t be traced. 

Much of it has gone to buy real 
estate, some for securities, some for 
shares in business, some is in 
banks, and a part probably has been 
buried. 

Nationality of the real owners 
has been difficult to trace, because 
the money has crossed many boun- 
daries before coming to the United 
States. But officials think that a 
large part came from Germans and 
citizens of countries bordering Ger- 
many.

T HAS been called “bachelor 

scurvy” because it occurs usually 

in lonely old men who are starv- 
ing in the midst of plenty. And 
they don’t even know they are 
starving. They know something is 
the matter with them, but they 
don’t know what. 

Scurvy is a food-deficiency dis- 
ease resulting from lack of fresh 
foods, especially fresh fruits. Babies 
develop it more often nowadays 
than adults, unless especial care is 
taken to give them orange juice 
daily. It used to be a regular 
hazard on a ship that made a long 
voyage. The sailors ate nothing 
but salt meat and preserved food 
until it wa: found that if they were 
made to suck a lime or an orange 
every day, they could make voyages 
with complete freedom from scurvy. 


Among adults nowadays it is a 
fTare—a very rare—disease, but it 
does occur even in centers of popu- 
lation where food is abundant. 


The usual patient is a man over 
50 years of age who lives alone and 
whose subsistence depends upon his 
own culinary inclinations. I saw 
one case in California, the land of 
oranges. 


Some patients who adhere too re- 
ligiously to an ulcer diet may de 
velop it. Minot cites a patient who 
had tendency to diarrhea and sub- 
sisted on a milk and cracker diet 
for over a year. Anemia, with spon- 
taneous gum hemorrhages, is com- 
mon. 


Food deficiency diseases may de- 
velop when the diet is adequate, but

quate. In the others who had no 
polyneuritis, the vitamin B intake 
was adequate. 


Another deficiency condition re- 
cently studied is riboflavin defi- 
ciency. This consists of an erup- 
tion and pallor on the lips at the 
angle of the mouth or on ‘he skin 
around the mcuth and also on the 
tongue. As the disease progresses, 
the skir becomes macerated and 
ulcerations develop.
